The necessity for finding markets for 
our surplus production of manufactured 
goods makes it imperatively necessary that 
the trade built up with Greece by this coun­ 
try during the war should be retained as 
far as possible. The Greeks are in a far 
better economic situation as a result of the 
war than can be said of hardly any other 
European country except Spain. Greece re­ 
ceived high prices for everything it had to 
sell, while its merchant marine earned 
larg sums. This has meant steady buying 
power and it is essential that the United 
States cooperate with Greece in perpetu­ 
ating that consumptive demand. 
The bank president states that although 
Greece is one of the oldest of countries, that it is 
practically an undeveloped land, as the. inhabi­ 
tants have devoted almost their entire energies, 
to agriculture, while the rich mineral resources 
have remained untouched. 
He states that the 
Greek railroads are badly in need of such supplies 
as American furnish; Jn closing his address Mr. 
Roberts says: 
Tilie American people will view with . 
pleasure the increasing of trade relations 
with Greece and other parts of the Near 
East. The Greeks who have come to this, 
country have shown themselves to be ener­ 
getic,* industrious and thrifty, in short, the 
best type of immigrant citizens. They are 
seldom or never found amohg the groups, 
striving for the fomenting of industrial 
unrest and they have shown a marked ' 
amount of adaptability to American ideals 
and institutions.
